An Irish Investigator. 


Seven men of scienco from Toronto 
started this month for Canada’s frozen 
North, where they will spend thirteen 
months in special camps, wresting 
Nature’s secrets from the solitary lands 
that girdle the North Pole. 

Mr. J. P. Rea, who is a son of Mrs, 
M. C. Rea (formerly living in Athy, Co. 
Kildare, and a daughter of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward G. Plewman), is one of 
this party. Fifty years ago was the first 
rInternational Polar Year. The men of 
‘science, then entrusted with this Arctic 
enterprise, made observations on which 
have been based the magnetic maps of the 
sailor and airman. Upon them also has 
been. built up the whole structure of our 
weather forecasting. In this, the second 
International Polar Year, the camps will 
be equipped with the finest scientific 
apparatus ever developed, and they will 
have the advantage of radio-signals for 
the making of simultaneous time observa- 
tions on auroral, magnetic and meteoro- 
ert phenomena.

There is no way in which we may en 
dear ourselves more to the strangers who 
visit the many beauty spots near Dublin 
than by explainine the names of the 
places that they view with so much ad 
miration. Not long ago an American 
visitor was thrilled to the heart, when 
admiring the lovely Dargle Glen, to hear 
that its real name should read Deargail, 
which means a little red spot. It is easy 
to see how it got that name; for the red 
stone is very near the surface of the path 
in some places. As in the case of the 
Scalp, which should be Skelp, the locai 
people have the correct pronunciation of 
the glen’s name. The name of Delgany 
came from the same source; for the village 
is built upon red rock, and was at first 
called Dergany. Many place names in 
Derry and Tyrone are derived from the 
word that means ‘‘red,’’ : .ough in the 
course of time an Irish name often is dis 
torte] into something quite unlike itself. 

An Irishman who made a life-long studv 
of the names of places—to whom we are 
indebted for much of our information 
about this interesting subject—called 
attention more than once to the unerring 
way in which those who first gave a name 
to a locality in Ireland placed a finger 
upon the most striking characteristic of 
the place. Most of us take our place 
names as a matter of course; but overseas 
visitors are enormously interested in any 
information that we may pass on about 
such things.

German .Athleticism. 


The fact that Germany has defeated 
Italy in the final of the European zone 
of the Davis Cup tourney is in itself 
sufficient index of the progress which lawn 
tennis in particular, and athletics in 
general, have made in that country 
during the last thirty years. Tennis was 
first played at Homburg in the year 1876; 
Sir Robert Anstruther founded a loca 
club, membership of which at first only 
attracted English residents in the town. 
Within a year or two Baden-Baden 
adopted the game, and gradually an 
enthusiasm for tennis began to develop 
among the Germans—an enthusiasm 
which in time produced such champions 
of world repute as Von Cramm and 
Prenn, Cilly Aussem and Krahwinkel. 

Golf is another game which entered 
Germany by way of Homburg, where the 
first German club came into being in 
1899. Its first president was the late 
Duke of Cambridge. The rules were 
published both in English and German, 
but for many years its membership in- 
cluded few Germans. Its president, when 
the Great War broke out. was Prince 
Henry of Prussia, and at that time among 
its honorary members were Crown Prince 
William and his brother, Prince Adalbert. 


| Now golf is making great progress in 


public favour, and there are courses al 
over Germany. Rugby football, which is 
still struggling to win popular recogni- 
tion, had its first impulses in Hanover, 
where one of its pioneers was the late Sir 
Sefton Brancker, who met an untimely 
death in the R 100 disaster at Beauvais 
some years ago. 


A Scene of Conference. 


A friend of mine who is familiar with 
Ottawa describes it as a very beautiful 
city. Ottawa has now upwards of a 
hundred thousand inhabitants, though it 
is of no great antiquity, and only cele- 
brated its first centenary in 1927. It was 
founded by Colonel By, who constructed 
the Rideau Canal as an interior line of 
defence, and was known as Bytown until 
1854. In that year it was incorporated as 
a city under the name of Ottawa—that of 
the river on whose banks it stands. More 
than half its present population are French 
Canadians. Ottawa is the central mart of 
the great Canadian Jumber trade, and 
many thousands are engaged there alone

THE FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sra,—History says that Nero fiddled while 
Rome burned. The politicians here pour out 
_ hot air while the trade and the commerce 
. of the country are in immediate dange~ of 
being permanently ruined. The Irish farmer 
was in a very bad way before the 20 per 
cent. tariff was put up against him; now his 
lot is infinitely worse, and ruin and bank- 
ruptcy stare him in the face. A week ago 
his. price for an average-sized fat lamb was 
£1 a head. To-day that same lamb has a 
face value of 16s., but really it has no actual 
value at all, because there is no market for 
it. The fat bullock or heifer that was worth 
£20 a little while ago is now’ practically 
worthless. If, by some lucky chance, a 
buyer is found, he will now pay £16 for the 
beast. The same story applies to all other 
agricultural produce as well as to horses, 
pigs, b5 etc. 
As I understand the position, it will be 
quite impossible for the Irish farmer to 
mer! on under those circumstances. He has 
cattle, sheep and pigs on hand, but he 
se of them because his. only 
market, England, is closed to him by a pro- 
, hibitive tariff. have been told by cattle- 
_fealers that they cannot buy stock in Ireland 
to compete with stock in the English markets 
because of the tariff. We dre told that there 
markets. Where are they?

THE TASK OF THE 
DEFENDERS.

This vear’s air exercises, which are takin 
place during the present week, are Miss 
on a smaller scale than usual. The field of 
operations is removed from the London area, 
with its highly efficient covering network of 
observation and listening posts, and other of 
tha circumstances governing the “war ' 
further weigh the scales in favour of the 
attacking force. 

Once again two mythical countries are 
supposed to be at war—a hard-pressed 
‘‘ Northland,” served by a fleet of defending 
fighters, striving desperately to keep out the

he LONMEL Horse Show was opened to-day 


in fine weather’ and was fairly well 

patronised, It noticed with 
pleasure that the entries collectively 
proved im excess of last year, but 
this was due to the marked increase 
of entries in-the poultry and cattle classes, 
the former proving a record, which was due 
to the introduction’ of utility classes in the 
fowl section. It was also the first year that 
butter was included in the programme of the 
show. There was a slight decrease in the 
entries for horses, which was not unexpected 
owing to the conditions prevailing in _the 
horse trade. In previous years on both days 
oi the show sales at substantial figures were 
frequent, but no exchanges took place to-day 
owing to the absence of cross-Channel pur- 
chasers. 

As usual, the arrangements were all that 
could be desired, and reflected the greatest 
credit on the energetic honorary secretary, 
Captain J. Perry, whose efforts were ably 
seconded by the assistant secretary, Mr. J. 
Whelan, and Mr. T. McGrath. 

Stallions, made hunters, vonies and poultry 
were judged to-day, and young horses, cattle 
and foxhounds will be judged to-morrow. 

Mr. Bohane, Director of the Royal Dublin 
Society, was present, and was greatly pleased 
with the show and the beautiful setting. He 
said that the chief of the Swiss Army in- 
tended. to come to Ireiand to buy 200 horses 
for the Swiss Army. He has already bought 
1,500 Irish mounts. 

Made hunters al] round were of an excellent 
type, and not a few of them will be seen to 
advantage at the Dublin Show in August, a 
venue at which many horses shown at Clonmel 
gain winning honours.

Latterly, however, there has been a notice- | 
able branching-out of talent, and new writers, 
such as E. W. Tocher, have come forward, 
who are seeking different subjects and 
different modes of expression. Their plays 
have been frankly experimental, and while 
they are not always successful, they are in- 
teresting. 

The latest phase in this development is the 
formation of the Phenix Theatre, which will 
be opened at Dun Laoghaire in October. Its 
principal aims are decidedly novel, even 
daring, and | am able to give some gohan

EXPERIMENTAL PLAYS. 

The Pheenix Theatre, like the Gate, will 
stage experimental plays by new authors, but 
it will differ from it by attempting to 
erystallise these experiments into a certain 
form.

‘Mr. Gorry ‘proceeded to Dublin this morning 
to lay the facts before the. Ministry for 
Justice, and, in the meantime, it was under- 
stood that the eviction would not take place, 
pending an interview with the Minister. 

Prior to Mr. Gorry’s arrival, Craven was 
interviewed by the Rev. T.' Meagher, P.P.., 
who advised him to give up possession, in the 
interest of the peace of the district, but 
nothing eventuated from Father Meagher’s 
negotiations.

Crisis in Germany. 


Yesterday events moved rapidly in 
Europe. Five Italian Ministers, obedient 
to the Duce’s frown, tendered their re- 
signations to King Victor Emmanuel, who 
accepted them; and in Germany a virtual 
coup d’état took place. By a decree of 
the Reich Government Herr von Papen, 
the Chancellor, was appointed State Com- 
missioner for Prussia, with dictatorial 
powers, and General von Schleichen, the 
Minister of Defence, received autocratic 
charge of Berlin and the Province of 
Brandenburg. The motive for the dis- 
missal of the Italian Ministers has given 
rise to much speculation—especially since 
Signor Grandi, who held the portfolio for 
Foreign Affairs, and Signor Mosconi, who 
held that for Finance, are among their 
number; but, on the whole, the affair is 
not regarded too seriously. It is suggested 
that the Duce perceived signs of ‘‘ stale- 
ness ” in some of his team, and was dis- 
pleased with their inability to secure a 
““elean slate’’ at Lausanne in the matter 
of reparations and War debts. The nation, 
in any case, has accepted the dismissals 
without excitement, and the markets— 
those sure barometers of general feeling— 
have suffered no ill effects. Signor Mus- 
solini himself has taken over two of the 
vacant portfolios—Foreign Affairs and 
Corporations—thus consolidating his hold 
on the most important offices in the 
Italian State. 

The news from Germany is far more 
Prussia, for some “ time, 
threatened with a Com- 
missioner, if she should fail to 
elect a Premier. Since no Premier 
could be elected unless the strong Com- 
munist minority made common cause with 
the Nazis, who are the largest single 
party in the Diet, the post, of course, re- 
mained vacant. In the meanwhile, a fiction 
of government has been maintained by 
Herr Braun’s Socialist-Catholic Ministry. 
Police and other administrative ser- 
vices have fallen more and. more 
under party control, which has 
been predominantly Communist; for in 
Prussia the Communists and the Nazis 
are the only forces that matter. The ap- 
proach of the Reich elections—polling day 
is next Sunday week—has brought matters 
to a head. Violent collisions between the 
supporters of opposing parties have re- 
sulted in daily bloodshed, and officials 
have dealt with the offenders—or more 
frequently have failed to deal with them— 
in accordance with their own political 
sympathies. The situation became impos- 
sible, and Herr. von Papen, who had 
hesitated for some weeks, at last has 
taken the ball by the horns. 
measure the severity of the new powers, 
which he has caused to be conferred on 
himself and General von Schleichen, has 
been rendered necessary by his vacilla- 
tion. On the other hand, his course in 
Prussia, if always easy to see, was less 
easy to follow, 

Herr von Papen and his colleagues are the 
political successors of the old Junker and 
military caste which ruled the Fatherland 
under the Hohenzollerns; some of them 
actually are the same men. When they 
took office, after Dr. Briining’s temperate 
Administration had been found unequal to 
the surging forces in post-War Germany, 
it seemed that the Nazi movement might 
find in the von Papen’ Ministry a more 
elegant and responsible chief than that

Conspicuous among these ought to be the 
farmers of Northern Ireland, They have

suffered. hegvily f the fall in agri- 
cultural prices, and their closer political 
relation to Great Britain has given them 
no advantages over their southern colleagues 
in the British market. Things, however, 
promise to be different in the future, “The 
substantial exclusion of Free State produce 
from the British market cannot fail to 
benefit British agriculture ; and the farmers 
of Northern Ireland: will share in that 
unexpected prosperity. Presumably, too, 
they will enjoy the various measures for 
the relief of agriculture which Britain has 
devised recently, and still is devising. Not 
long ago the Prime Minister of Northerr 
Ireland exhorted the pig-producers of the 
province to give greater attention to the 
demands of the British consumer. To-day 
a Commission sits in London to promote 
the interests of the bacon trade, and the 
Northern Irish farmer will profit by its 
recommendations if he takes the Prime 
Minister’s warning to heart. In the next 
place, the Ulster wheat-growers are bound 
to ‘derive some advantage from the new 
British wheat. quota. Whether the quota 
system will prove a success remains to be 
seen ; probably the growers will prosper at 
the expense of the consumer, but at all 
events Northern Ireland will obtain her 
share of the spoil. The British plans for 
the wheat industry involve a guaranteed 
price of 45s. a quarter for home-grown 
grain. Such a bait is not unlikely to 
stimulate the growing of wheat at the ex- 
pense of other crops in Northern Ireland. 
Yesterday, indeed, it was said at a confer- 
ence of the Ulster Farmers’ Union that 
various. districts. in the North might 
sacrifice their areas under potatoes to the 
demand for wheat. The conference called 
attention to the serious decline in the price 
of home-grown potatoes, caused by the 
dumping of foreign potatoes on the British 
market. That menace no longer exists, 
but the farmers are anxious that it shall 
not return. The Union has despatched a 
message to Mr, Stanley Baldwin, in 
Ottawa, demanding protection in. the 
British market for live-stock, live-stock 
products and potatoes from Northern 
Ireland. Protection in Britain certainly 
will open a new era of prosperity for the 
Northern farmer; but the situation in the 
Free State is a stroke of luck which he 
could not have anticipated. 


Doctors and the State. 


To-day the centenary meeting of the 
British Medical Association will be opened 
in London. It will be almost an inter- 
national affair; for it will be attended by 
doctors from all parts of the British 
Empire and from kindred societies in 
foreign countries. The Association—now 
the world’s. most powerful body of 
scientific workers—was born, on the 19th 
July, 1832, in the boardroom of the 
Worcester General Infirmary. At that 
meeting fifty provincial doctors endorsed 
Dr. Charles Hastings’s plan for a medical 
organisation which would increase know- 
ledge, would foster ideals of service and 
would safeguard the independence of the 
general practitioner. A year afterwards 
the Association had 316 members. To-day 
it has 100 branches, 250 divisions and a 
membership ‘of 35,000. Its progress has 
known no check, and, while it is criticised 
sometimes in these days for a lack of 
elasticity and a too suspicious attitude to 
unconventional genius, its work during a 
hundred years has put the medical pro- 
fession and the general public under a 
heavy load of debt. One phase of that 
work has been the inspiration and co- 
ordination of medical enterprise. Another 
has been service to the machinery of State, 
and a third—rendered increasingly neces- 
sary by the State’s encroachments on 
private freedom—has been support of the 
doctor's right of independent judgment 
and action. If the British Medical 
Association had not existed, Mr. Lloyd 
George’s scheme of National Health 
Insurance might have enslaved the pro- 
fession. The “ B.M.A.” not only fought 
successfully for terms, but secured the 
patient’s title to choose his own doctor. 
During the Great War the Association 
gave enormous help to the Army medical 
services. During every day of every year 
it is the zealous and jealous champion of | 
the family doctor’s interests and status. 
This year’s President, Lord Dawson of 
Penn, will address himself to the subject, 
‘One Hundred Years and After.” The 
“ After,” in its nearest sense, concerns 
Ireland; for next year the Association, 
under the presidency of a great Irish 
physician, will hold its annual meeting in 
Dublin. It will be a notable occasion in 
the story of Irish médicine.

A GREAT IMPERIAL 
TASK.

0-DAY the eyes of the civilised world 
qf are on Ottawa, the capital city ot 
Canada, where will be opened the 
test and most important Imperial Con- 
erence since the Free State was admitted 
more than ten years ago to the British Com 
monwealth of Nations. 
The Conference, as has been announced, is 
convened entirely for fiscal and economic pur- 
poses, and no questions of political or const- 
tutional status are to be discussed. The 
ramount object of this great assembly of 
tmpire statesmen is to oil and facilitate the 
machinery that operates the interflow of 
trade and commerce between the British 
Dominions, and to release, if possible, such 
brakes upon it as hitherto have cramped 
and restricted its full and free working 
power. i 
The two great protagonists of the Con- 
ference will be Great Britain and Canada. 
and the suecess of the discussions will ua 
doubtedly depend upon the measure of co 
operation and of ‘“give-and-take  upvn 
which these two countries can agree, 


CANADA’S POSITION. 


In these islands everyone is more or less 
familiar with the fiscal and economic position 
of Great. Britain, and with the strength of 
her industrial power, but very little is 
known about the Dominion of Canada except 
that she is a great country, admirably suited 
for British and Irish emigrants. A short 
synopsis, therefore, of some of the more 
important features of Canadian activity in 
the world of commerce will not, it is 
thought, be out of place at the present time. 

Like all other countries, Canada suffered 
heavily from the world-wide economic blizzard 
of the past four years, and the peak point 
of her depression began to reveal itself in 
1930. Output in that year reached such 
dimensions that it could not be sold at 
remunerative prices, whilst wholesale prices 
dropped to unusually low levels, and the 
purchasing power of the consumer became 
extremely weak. The stock markets became 
deflated, with the result that heavy losses 
were incurred. Credit accommodation was 
seriously restricted,, and, in consequence, 
industrial activity was forced to slow down. 


THE 1930 DEPRESSION, 


Contrary to general belief on this side of 
the Atlantic, Canada is now a great indus- 
trial, as well as a great :gricultural, country, 
and is, in fact, competing with Great Britain 
in many of the industrial markets of the 
world. For the first ten months of 1930, 
according to official figures published by the 
Canadian Government, the production ot pig- 
iron amounted to 662,000 long tons, as com- 
pared with 921,000 and 839,000 tons during 
the corresponding periods of 1929 and 1923 
aes The production oí steel ingots 
and castings for the same period oí 1930 
totalled 877,000 tons, as against 1,204,000 and 
1,029,000 tons in the corresponding periods 
oí 1929 and 1928. The decline in output in 
the iron and steel industry in 1930 was 27 per 
cent, below that of 1920. Electric energy 
output in the first ten months of 1930 de- 
clined by 15 per cent. 

All these results indicate the severity of 
the industrial depression which hung over 
Canada in 1930. The position to-day has, 
if anything, worsened, and demonstrates 
clearly how imperative it is that Canada 
should get new outlets for her industrial] 
products, 


GREAT MINING COUNTRY. 


Canada, it must be recollected, is one of 
the greatest mining countries of the world, 
her ‘exports of nickel in 1930 having jumped 

100,000,000ib., valued at over 
25,000, dollars, as compared with 
ó4,000,0001b. in 1911, and 47,000,000Ib. in 
1921, Her copper exports in 1930 were valued 
at over 8°million dollars, as against 4 million 
dollars in 1921, whilst her silver and gold 
exports were valued at 46 million dollars in 
1920, as compared with only 14 million dollars 
in 1921. 

Canada’s second largest industry is the pulp 
and paper industry, the total exports of which 
in 1950 reached the enormous sum of close on 
200,000,000 doilars, as compared with only 
150,000,006 dollars in 1921. Her chief export 
is, of course, wheat, the quantity and value of 
which in 1930 reached 177,000, bushels and 
215,000,000 dollars. Next to wheat, in their 
order of importance, are printing paper, planks 
and boards, wheat flour, wood pulp, copper 
ore and motor cars. The number of auto- 
mobiles exported in 1930 was 80,000, valued 
at 55,000, dollars. 

Canada’s chief imports, in the order of 
money value, are machinery, coal, petrol, 
spirits and wines, electric apparatus, motor 
parts and motors. In 1930 the aggregate 
value of these imports was 329,000,000 dollars.

A FORMIDABLE TASK, 

Official figures for’ the year 1930 show that 
domestic exports from Canada, approxi- 
mately 46 per cent. went to the United States 
and only 25 per cent. to the United Kingdom, 
whilst of total imports 68 per cent. came from 
the United States, and only 15 per cent. from 
the United Kingdom. One of the chief tasks 
of the Ottawa Conference will, no doubt, be 
to reverse this position as much as possible. 
As can be seen, the task is a very formidable 
one, and it will require almost superhuman 

efforts to complete it successfully.

The great surprise is Signor Grand 
resignation.

Mussolini, and has acted as his chief p 
sonal spokesman both in the councils oí 
the Fascists and in negotiations wit 
foreign Powers. It has said that he has 
been the only man who ever induced his 
chief to change his mind on matters of 
olicy. When first appointed Foreign 
Minister he was only thirty years of acc, 
and the youngest Minister in the world to 
hold such a rank. He is quite well known 
in London, having attended a number of 
conferences here, and there may be some- 
thing in the rumour that he will 
appointed Ambassador to Great Britain in 
place of the late Signor Bordonaro. 


Sunday Entertainment. 


A campaign will be launched in the 
autumn to secure the Sunday opening of 
theatres, and a bill will be introduced jn 
the House of Lords, if possible, which will 
place theatres on an equality with picture- 
houses. A small group of Peers have 
taken the matter in hand, and the bill wil! 
ensure that no actor or actress will be em- 
ployed for seven days a week. Tha 
organiser of the movement holds that, 1! 
cinemas are to be allowed to open oa 
Sundays, provision ought to be made for 
those who believe that a theatre provides 
better entertainment. As part of the cam- 
paign a society will be formed to 
popularise the theatre ; for it is felt that. if 
the present situation is to continue, capi 
invested in the theatre will be at a great 
disadvantage compared with that in 
cinemas, 


The World’s Oil. 


The length of the deliberations of the 
International Oil Conference, now sitting 
in Paris, is attracting attention in finan- 
cial circles, where it is hoped that some- 
thing satisfactory may be the outcome. 
The conference is a sequel to that of the 
world’s oil producers, which was held in 
New York in May, and broke up with- 
out agreement owing to the fact that Rus- 
sian interests were opposed to the pro- 
posals put forward. Efforts are being 
directed now to the preparation of a 
formula which will soil sp the various 
points of view, though the whole issue de- 
pends upon the possibility of drawing up 
a scheme sufficiently elastic to satisfy the 
Russian demands. The prospect is not al- 
together hopeful, but recently there have 
been signs that the Soviet is beginning to 
realise that Russia’s interests cannot be 
isolated from those of the remainder of 
the world. 


Lord Plumer’s Funeral. 


The funeral of Lord Piamer in West 
minster Abbey this morning was a mos: 
impressive spectacle, witnessed by man 
thousands of people in the streets. Th: 
actual interment, however, was even m 
impressive. The grave was prepared in th: 
Warriors’ Cha i a few yards away fron 
the tomb of the Unknown Warrior. Th:

THE TAXATION OF IMPORTS.

An accusation by the Minister that the 
recommendations were submitted for 
purely obstructionist pu K wee Se 
dignantly denied by Mr. Wilson, who 
reminded the House that, because of the 
summary manner in which the pill had 
been hustled through the Dail, it was only 
through such recommendations as 
» could make that the other House 
would have an o ity of discussing 
its details, The feeling of the Opposition 
was with and the recom- 
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while everybody might not agree with the 
means which the Government were to 
employ, “the object was a laudable one.”’ 

Mr. Cummins was much more downright. 
“Tí a fight is forced upon them,” he de- 
clared, referring to the Government, “I 
believe they will have the ranks of Labour 
behind them.” This encouraging announce- 
ment was the climax to a bitter attack on 
the British and an attempt to justify the 
withholding of tho annuities. 


“A GREAT CALAMITY.” 

Such a jingoistic utterance as that of 
Mr. Cummins came rather strangely after 
the soberly-phrased and earnestly-delivered 
appeal for restraint which had issued 
shortly before from the lips of his leader, 
Mr. O'Farrell, who, on this as on other 
measures which have been introduced by 
the Government, was a_ reluctant 
supporter. 

‘* It would be criminal folly,”’ said Mr. 
O'Farrell, seriously, “for any of us to 
pretend that we are not about to enter 
upon one of the most crucial wars with 
which this country has been faced ’’—a 
war, in his opinion, more terrible than 
the Black and Tans war—and he was 
appalled at the levity with which such 
an issue was being regarded by certain 
sections of the House. 

‘‘In my opinion, it will be a great 
calamity if the Irish and English peoples 
stand behind their respective Govern- 
ments in the desire for a struggle,” ex- 
claimed Mr. O’Farrell, after deploring the

A medical report is stated to have shown 
that Stark had a fractured larynx, cerebral 
hemorrhage, and body bruises. 

. The District Attorney, who ordered the 
inquiry, declared that the ‘youth’s death 
was caused by “ over enthusiasm ” in the 
use of the “ third degree ’’ methods during 
a “ grilling,” which lasted eight hours, on 
Friday last week. He died of strangula- 
tion through the fracturing of the larynx. 

Stark was one of four men arrested when 
Mrs. Valeria Hizenski, of Syosett, was 
taken to hospital after being attacked by 
robbers in her house. She said that she 
was struck with the butts of pistols when 
she was unable to meet the robbers’ de- 
mands for money.

Ireland. Accompanied by the Primate 
and her daughter, Miss Dorothy D'Arcy, 
Mrs. D’Arcy sailed for the West Indies on 
July llth on the Elders and Fyffes liner 
Cavina, which is due at Barbados on the 
24th instant. 

The Cavina was nearing the Azores when 
Mrs. D'Arcy died of a heart. attack..|. Her 
health of late had been indifferent, and. it 
was hoped that the sea voyage would 
restore it. She had felt the strain of the 
recent St. Patrick anniversary celebrations 
at Armagh, when, with Dr. D’Arcy, she 
entertained the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and other visiting bishops and clergy at a 
very pleasant garden party. : 

' The cablegram announcing § Mrs. 
D’Arcy’s death' was received by her sister, 
Miss Lewis, of Eglantine avenue, Belfast: 

Mrs. D’Arcy was Harriet Le Byrtt 
Lewis, eldest daughter of the late Richard 
Lewis, of Comrie, County Down. She was 
married to Dr. D’Arcy, then curate of St. 
Thomas’s Church, Belfast, in 1899, and 
throughout their married life she took a 
warm and sympathetic interest in her 
husband’s work, whether as curate, rector, 
bishop or Primate. The news of her death 
will come with sorrow to a host of friends 
to whom she had endeared herself alike in 
Southern. and in Northern Ireland, 

By her natural disposition no less than 
by long family tradition Mrs. D’Arcy was 
well fitted to encourage and. assist the 
Primate ‘in the onerous and often deli- 
cate duties of his office. The families of 
Lewis and Le -Byrtt, from which she 
sprang, had been for close upon two 
hundred years associated with Belfast. 
Among her ancestors were several who had 
held the post of Sovereign of Belfast, an 
office known in later years as that of 
Mayor, That F. H. Lewis who was 
Mayor .in. 1854 and. again in 1869 was 


himself son of the ‘Sovereign of 1777, and 


it fell to his lot as Mayor to entertain 
the present Duke ot Connaught (then 
Prince Arthur) when he visi Belfast.

While the delegations and their advisers 
are busy preparing their cases at Parlia- 
ment House, where quarters have been 
allotted to them, the business men who 
are here have’ been preparing the ground 
‘and have already reached a large measure 
of agreement.

U.S. AIRMAN’S LONE 
BID FOR “RECORD.” 


FOUR WEEKS ALOFT THE 
AIM OF MRS. BRUCE,

YING eastwards around the world in 

a Lockheed “ Air Express ” mono- 
plane, fitted with a Pratt and Witney 
‘“Wasp’’ engine of 450 horse-power, a 
young American airman, Thomas Ash, 
junior, hopes to beat the record of eight 
and a half days set up for a similar flight 
by Wiley Post and Harold Gatty in a 
Bellanca monoplane by at least three days. 

Taking off alone from Roosevelt Field, 
the airport of New York, Ash plans to 
make only four stops for refuelling on his 
journey. These will be at Cranwell, 

incolnshire; Omsk, Siberia; Nome, 
Alaska; and for the final “hop” at 
Edmonton, Canada. 

The route which the airman will follow 
from New York will be the Great Circle 
course, which has been used previously by 
several successful trans-Atlantic fliers, in- 
cluding Miss Amelia Earhart. This will 
take him over Nova Scotia and Newfound- 
land before crossing the Atlantic; if he 
succeeds in steering a true course over the 
1,900 miles of ocean he will fly over 
Donegal Bay and across to Cranwell. 
Continuing, Ash will cross the North Sea 
and Denmark on his way to Omsk and the 
other stages of his flight. 


PROBABLE DATE. 


The monoplane which he will fly is 
capable of more than 200 miles an hour at 
top speed, and the pilot hopes to return to 
New York within four or five days after 
the start of his lone flight. No definite 
date has yet been fixed for the take-off, as 
this will depend on favourable weather 
reports, but Ash is proposing to leave 
Roosevelt Field during the last few days 
of the present month or early in August. 

It will be recalled that Captain Jimmy 
Mattern and Lieutenant Bennett Griffin, 
of the United States Air Corps Reserve, 
crashed at Minsk, White Russia, a short 
time ago while attempting to set up a new 
““ record ” for a round-the-world flight in a 
Lockheed ‘*‘ Vega’’ monoplane, 

The Hon. Mrs. Victor Bruce hopes to 
start her attempt on the world’s air en- 
durance ‘‘record’’ from Southsea on 
Friday afternoon in an  ampi.ibian 
machine. The places visited during the 
flight will include Cardiff, Chatham, 
Rochester, Hanworth, Heston, Reading, 
Ipswich and Bristol. 

Mrs. Bruce will be accompanied by her 
husband, and they will attempt to remain 
in the air for twenty-eight days.

“ Information reached London to-day,” 
says the Press Association, “ that Dr. 
T. A. McLaughlin, who left Dublin for 
Germany a few days ago, has been given 
an urgent trade mission by the Free State 
Government. -He is endeavouring to 
obtain on the Continent new markets for 
Irish Free State produce in return for 
preferences at the Free State ports. 

“The Free State import of British coal 
is £35,000,000 a year. Coal is not, how- 
ever, the only commodity to be discussed 
with German interests. Iron and steel, 
clothing and cement are among important 
purchases which it may be the Free State 
Government’s policy to divert to Ger- 
many, Belgium, France or elsewhere in 
return for outlets for the produce of Irish 
farms. 

“ According to a recent return, 82 per 
cent. of Free State exports went to Great 
Britain, 11 per cent. to Northern Ireland, 
and only 7 per cent. to other countries.” 

There was no confirmation in Dublin 
last. night of this statement. As was 
stated in the Irish Times some days ago, 
Dr. McLaughlin is on holiday until the 
1st of August, when he rejoins the Electri-

MINISTERS DISMISSED. 


The decision of the Central Govern- 
ment, endorsed by President Hindenburg, 
to appoint Chancellor von Papen as State 
Commissioner in Prussia was communl- 
cated to the Acting Prussian Ministers at 
a brief conference this morning. 

They were informed that the prevailing 
conditions in Prussia were not such as to 
guarantee law and order, and that until 
the new Prussian Diet had agreed to 4 
new Prime Minister all the powers of the 
Prussian Government would be vested in 
the State Commissioner. At the same 
time General von Schleicher, Minister of 
Defence, was appointed Governor of 
Berlin, with quasi-dictatorial powers. 

The proclamation of a state of emer- 
gency was the first act of the State 
Commissioner, and immediately after- 
wards he dismissed the Acting Ministers 
from their posts, and ordered them to 
vacate their offices. 

Herr Severing, the Minister of the 
Interior, remained at the Ministry to- 
day, and when his successor, Dr. Bracht, 
the Burgomaster of Essen, called on him 
to hand over his office he refused to leave 
on the ground that his dismissal was 
illegal and a violation of the Constitu- 
tion. Herr Bracht thereupon left, and 
shortly afterwards Reichswehr officers and 
two soldiers appeared at the Ministry of 
the Interior. Herr Severing was 


threaten¢d with arrest, but he held out 
until shortly after eight o’clock this even- 
ing. He then vacated his office after he 
had been visited again by Dr. Bracht, 
who was accompanied by a police officer. 

The arrested police officers were later 
released. 


HITLER PLEASED. 


The Reich coup d’état meets the wishes 
of Herr Hitler and Herr Hugenberg, the 
German Nationalist leader, who have both 
been blaming the Prussian Government’s 
weakness for the recent disturbances in 
Berlin, but the legality of the Central 
Government’s action is being questioned 
in other quarters. The Prussian Govern- 
ment has appealed to the Supreme Court 
at Leipzig. Bavaria and other South 
German Governments are expected to do 
likewise. 

Troops are now guarding the Prussian 
State Ministry in the Wilhelmstrasse, 
and, as a precaution against possible 
attacks on Government buildings, machine 
guns have been posted in the court before 
the Chancellor’s Palace, and the usual 
military guard has been reinforced. 

Chancellor von Papen, in a broadcast 
statement to the German nation to-night, 
accused the Communist Party of delibe- 
rately trying to overthrow the State and 
of being responsible for most of the dis- 
orders in Prussia. He also accused high 
Prussian officials of protecting Com- 
munists, and of thus undermtning the 
authority of the State in a manner 
dangerous to its security. 


NO GENERAL STRIKE, 
The Chancellor declared that the 


Government’s measures were not directed 
against the independence of the State of 
Prussia, but aimed at maintaining order 
during the election campaign. The state 
of emergency which had to be proclaimed 
because the Prussian Minister of the 
Interior refused to obey the Presidential 
decree would only be maintained until 
normal conditions had been restored. 

The trade unions have issued a mani- 
festo urging workmen, employers and 
officials to maintain calm and discipline in 
these serious days. There had been talk 
of a general strike. 

The decisive answer of the German 
people, adds the manifesto, will be given 


on July 3lst.

ECAUSE he thought his team was 

“getting stale,” Signor Mussolini 

has struck out five leading members of his 
Cabinet with a stroke of the pen. 

The Ministers who have resigned are :— 
Signor Grandi—Foreign Minister; 
Signor Mosconi—Minister of Finance ; 
Signor Giuliano—Public Education ; 
Signor Rocco—Minister of Justice; 
Signor Bottai—Minister of Corpora- 

tions. 

Mussolini himself has taken over two 
of the vacant portfolios, those of Foreign 
Affairs and Minister of Corporations. 
The latter post is vital in home affairs, 
because of the degree of control the 
Government exercises through it over em- 
ployers and labour. 


TWO REASONS. 


The three new Ministers, whose appoint- 
ments were announced at the same time 
as their predecessors’ resignation, are 
Professor de Francisci (Rector of Rome 
University) as Minister of Justice ; Signor 
Guido Jung (President of the National 
Institute of Exportations) as Minister 
of Finance, and Professor Francesco 
Ercole (Rector of Palermo University) as 
Minister of Public Education. i 

A second decree accepts the resignation 
of several Under-Secretaries. 

Officially, the reasons given for such 
drastic changes in the Cabinet, which has 
been in office since September 13th, 1929, 
is that Mussolini desires to give others a 
chance to “ make good.” 

Unofficially, the Duce is also said to 
have been disappointed that his delegates 
at Lausann ignor Grandi and Signor 
Mosconi—failed to secure a “clean slate ”’ 
for reparations and war debts. Ever 


}since Signor Grandi’s return from 
Lausanne it has been whispered that he 
might resign. 


NATION UNPERTURBED. 


The country has received the news with 
complete calm and general approval. The 
mass of Italians are indifferent about 
Ministerial changes while Mussolini re- 
mains at the helm of State. Moreover, it 
was felt that the infusion of new blood 
into the Ministry had become essential. 
Signor Grandi has been at the Foreign 
Office over seven years. 

Signor Jung, the new Minister of 
Finance, is an outstanding financier in the 
colonies, and his appointment is taken as 
an indication that Italy’s trade and tariff 
policies are to be thoroughly reviewed. 

Mussolini, tireless himself, has infused 
new life into his Cabinet. His assump- 
tion of the “ key ” portfolios of Foreign 
Affairs and Corporations is taken to indi- 
cate that he wants a tighter hold on 
affairs at home and abroad. 

The Cabinet re-shuffle will probably be 
followed by a re-shuffle at the Italian 
Embassies abroad. 


NO EFFECT ON MARKETS, 


Signor Grandi’s resignation makes him 
“favourite ’’ candidate for the post of 
Ambassador to London, rendered vacant 
by the death a few weeks ago of Signor 
Chiaramonte Bordonaro. e deposed 
Foreign Minister has always played an im- 
portant part in the councils of the Fascist 
Party, and has for years been regarded 
as the Duce’s chief lieutenant. He is a 
man of outstanding ability and promise, 
although momentarily out of favour. I 
Signor Grandi goes to London he will 
probably continue to attend international 
conferences as Italian delegate, in view of 
his success at such gatherings in the past. 
Changes are also likely in Paris, Wash- 
ington and Moscow. 

To-day’s events have had no effect on 
markets. They are not taken to indicate 
any change in Fascist policy, or to have 
anything but internal significance. 

The subject of relations between the 
Vatican and the Italian State will come 
directly under the control of Signor Mus- 
solini himself, as a result of his decision 
to transfer religious questions from the 
Ministry of Justice to the Ministry of the 
Interior.

They were told there were 
alternative markets, but with thirty years’ 
experience of the cattle trade, during which 
time they explored the Continent for other 
markets, he could say there was no other 
market but the British market, 

The tax would be ruinous to the Irish 
He understood that shoals of six- 
day notices were being sent out to farmers 
to pay the land annuities. But. where was 
the farmer to find the moncy to carry on 
and meet his ordinary demands, much less 
pay the annuities? And what were they 
going to do with their surplus stock? At 
present lamb and mutton were being sold at 
6d. per lb., and beef at 8d. per Ib, That 
was much below the cost. of production, and 
what, then, were they to do with their sur- 
plus stocks? There was nothing but absolute 
ruin staring the farmers in the face.

A BIFURCATED GOVERNMENT. 

Vontinuing, the Senator said they sought 
peace with Great Britain for one reason ony, 
and that was for the sake of Irish intéresis.

They were asked to stand behind 
the Government, but the present Government 
was a bifurcated one, with one branch in 
Merrion street looking for an ¢conomie war 
with Britain, and another at Ottawa looking 
for trade privileges with the Empire. 
Behind which were they to stand—the Dublin 
war lords or the Ottawa peacemakers? 

‘ Senator the Hon. A. JAMESON ‘said he | 
wished to point out some of the real dangers 
which industrialists saw before them if this 
policy was carried through. For years his 
own industry had fought for á ‘place in 
the British market. Their Scotch competitors’ 
had endeavoured to get the full. Dominions 
duty imposed on them, but the British Go- 
véernment had never done so. If, however, 
the Free State put a duty on-.imports of 
Scotch whiskey, a counter-duty might be, put 
on exports of Trish spirits, and prices were 
so cut at present that his firm might have to 
— their business there altogether. 

{The same consideration applied to the 

rter trade, which was at the moment carry: 
ing on an enormous business in Great Britain, 
in face of the greatest competition, If the 
Government were foolish enough to tax im- 
ports of British: beer; that trade would suffer 
too. The whole, business came beck again. to 
the unfortunate farmers, for if those frades 
were injuted down would go the consumption’ 
of Irish-grown grain. 

e Government were entering into a very 
difficult matter, and he doubted if the coun- 
try as a whole had any notion of what waé+ 
being done, He did not want the idea to get 
abroad that those who were pointing out the 
danger of the situation should be taken as 
fighting against the interests of the country. 


APPEAL FROM LABOUR.
